After The Midsummer Night's Dream, anew Farce was produced 
here, under the title of The Captain of the Watch, with the most un- 
equivocal and well merited success. The scene is laid in Brussels ; the 
plot though slight is intricate, and extremely farcical, and much tact is 
displayed i in arranging the numerous situations. It commences by disco- 
vering a young lady (Mrs.Walter Lacy,) engaged with her abigail (Mrs. 
Humby,) in the intellectual game of battledore, when by a mischance the 
shuttlecock is dispatched over the wall of the garden, and while Kristina 
is lamenting its loss, her lover (Mr. Vining,) appears mounted on the top 
of the wall, bearing the fugitive back in safety. A short interview fol- 
lows, during which the Captain of the Watch, (Mr. C. Mathews, ) seeing 
the garden gate open, cooly walks in, and enters into conversation with 
Adolph de Courcy, a young officer who is absent from his regiment with- 
out leave, and who, in fact, is under arrest by the Captain of the Watch. 
They severally leave the garden, but soon after a disturbance is heard in 
the street, and Viscount de Ligny, the Captain of the Watch, (who has 
just been engaged in an intrigue, ) enters in haste, having made his escape 
from the hands of those over whom he presided. While he is still in the 
garden, the owner, Baron Vanderpotter, (Mr. Bartley,) enters, and, hear- 
ing in the dark the noise of a person moving, accosts him, and threatens 
to deliver him into the custody of the Watch, when the Captain hits upon 
a plan to pacify his rage, and relates a long fabricated story of an injured 
sister, by which he works upon his sy mpathy. In the meantime the abi- 
gail, expecting the lover, introduces him into the house in mistake, as the 
darkness of the night renders him invisible. The lover then enters the 
garden, and the Baron, who had previously retreated to make arrangements 
for the Captain of the Watch, returns and introduces the lover, mistak- 
ing him for the person who had just excited his sympathy. 

“The Captain is then introduced to the lady, who, as well as the abi- 
gail, is under the belief that he is the bona fide lover, till a candle throws 
a light upon the affair, and Mrs. Humby very archly declares that he must 
have been changed. Hearing a noise on the stairs, the Captain of the 
Watch secrets himself in the first chamber at hand, which proves to be 
that of Kristina, and the Baron enters bringing in with him Adolph de 
Courcy, who is at length discovered, and, after some explanation, the 
parties are reconciled, the Captain having previously produced his war- 
rant of arrest, and having brought the Baron to consent to the union of 
the lovers, by mentioning an intrigue in which .he knew him to have 
been engaged, and threatening to expose his follies. The piece was Cx- 
cellently acted, and Mr. C. Mathews announced it for repetition amidst
